New evidence suggests more gaps in AIDS theories 




DOUBTS IUUSED. 

NY AIDS adivisl 
Michael Callen says 
the lofesl discovery 
is further evidence 
that HIV is not the 
cause of AIDS. 



Independent researchers 
have often accused the scien- 
tific establishment's Une on AIDS 
of fatal flaws. More evidence to 
this effect has turned up in 1990, 
but as usual the media and the 
medical establishment have 
paid little attention, says Rex 
Wockner of Toronto gay paper 
XTRAI 

Presuppositions about AIDS 
were thrown for a loop in Janu- 
ary, following the publication of 
data on HI M-negative gay men 
in New York who have Kaposi’s 
sarcoma (KS), long considered 
a primary opportunistic infec- 
tion that follows infection with 
“the AIDS vims." 

At the same time, research- 
ers at the U.S. Centres for Dis- 
ease Control (CDC) in Atlanta 
published a report in the Janu- 
ary 20 issue of the British medi- 
cal journal 77je Lancet revealing 
that KS is much more common 



among gay men with AIDS than 
amongotherpersonswithAIDS. 

Both findings are being con- 
strued as evidence that KS is 
caused by an unknown sexually 
transmitted agent that is wide- 
spread in the U.S. gay commu- 
nity, but not in other communi- 
ties affected by AIDS. 

The upshot is that some gay 
men who were diagnosed with 
AIDS because they have KS 
may not actually have AIDS at 
all. Andontheotherhand, thou- 
sands, perhaps millions, of 
people who are HIV-negative 
may be at some risk for sexually 
transmitted cancer. 

HIV skeptics, who do not 
believe H IV is the cause of AIDS, 
have jumped on the findings to 
bolster their belief that the gov- 
ernment goofed six years ago in 
pronouncing HIV the cause of 
AIDS. 

Other observers, including 



such staid figures as Randy 
Shilts, author of the AIDS history 
And The Band Played On, say 
that, at the least, the findings 
seem to dramatically alter the 
AIDS ballgame well into the 
middle innings. 

“I can't believe everybody's 
being so blasé about this," Shilts 
said in an interview. "If I were a 
government official and this in- 
formation surfaced, I’d call an 
emergency conference of top 
AIDS people... and try to figure 
out what this means. This is a 
whole new curve ball Why is 
everybody yawning at a new 
disease (KS) that kills people?" 

... Predictably, the news that 
KS and HIV may not be related 
fuelled the fires of those who 
say (AIDS researcherand media 
darting) Robert Gallo and other 
researchers have never proved 
that HIV causes AIDS at all. 

One such skeptic, People 



With AIDS Coalition founder 
Michael Callen, asked: "Why 
isn't it as likely that HIV is just an 
opportunistic, reactivated virus 
that Is the result of AIDS rather 
than the cause of AIDS?" 

.'..Most AIDS researchers do 
not agree. But they do believe 
that a small percentage of people 
who were said to have AIDS 
now do not have AIDS, but 
merely a form of possibly be- 
nign skin cancer. 

Along with Shills, some AIDS 
observers are wondering why 
that wasn't a bigger story, both 
in the media and within the sci- 
entific establishment.

Tangente Danse is presenting the 
works of six young choreographers' 
. over five days of performances at the 
Bar-Théâtre Loges. 

Benoit Lachambre is headlining 
the program. Lachambre, who has fif- 
teen choreographic works to his 
credit, premierea his latest solo work, 
"Superjack", Tuesday night, along 
with three other works from his rep- 
ertoire. 

Superjack was a fitting introduc- 
tion to Lachambre's movement vo- 
cabulary which, in keeping with his 
Québec dance background, is ex- 
tremely athletic. His attention to the 
visual effect he creates is especially 
intriguing and he takes it beyond the 
lines of movement. 

The costume choices were simple 
but striking, complementing his 
dance technique. What might be de- 
scribed as a twitch dance at the begin- 
ning was performed in a beige polyes- 
ther sui t — right in step with Chris to- 
pherButterfield'sspare, monotonous 
soundtrack. 

Lachambre's next incarnation was 
an adrogynous vamp in 6-inch spike 
heels. An appropriately silly mix of 
sultiy,fluid movement accompanied 
the costume, through which he 
played off of the atmosphere he had 
already established in his suit per- 
sona. 

Finally, Lachambre reappeared in 
a gladiator-style tunic. Stamping and 
leaping through the air, Lachambre, 
used ms long hair as a prop (not un- 
like his Québécois colleague Margie 
Gillis is wont to do), and appeared in 
various stagesof undress and gender. 
At times he interacted with his col- 



laborators and onstage musicians, 
other times heseparated himself from 
Butterfield and the various sculp- 
tures he employs in his choreogra- 



phy.

jehambre's program included 
another witty solo piece entitled Le 
P'tit Catholique about a young Catho- 
lic who is grappling with his sins and 
desires and eventually becomes a 
hippy to escape the confines of relig- 
ion. The work, with music by Holgar 
Czuky, was the most light-hearted of 
all Lachambre's pieces — satirically, 
ironically joyous. 

The second half of Lachmabre's 
program, entitled Entretête, suffered 
only from its length.

It's a Canadian fairy tale. 

A back-woods kinda guy from the 
suburbs of Vancouver, Art 
Bergmann has acheived a dubiolis 
kind of success in a variety of musical 
arenas. 

Dubbed by cri tics as "defiant" after 
his last album, Bergmann ages less- 
than-gracefully in his new, somewhat 
pathetic stab at describing sexual 
politiesandthelike. On theduly titled 
Sexual Roulette, Art 'Artsy' Bergmann 
lives in a world devoid of originality. 

His previous musical effort. Crawl 
with me, was revered asa "disturbing 
masterpiece". The dark side of hu- 
man nature, unfortunately, is not a 
new topic. Most people can get on a 
bus and see thedregs of everyday life. 
It's obvious that Art Bergmann has 
allowed critical praise to rush to his 
precious little head. 

Sexual Roulette is the downside of 
a sporadic career. Emerging in the 
70's with his newly formed tend the 
K-Tels, Bergman, like many

hopeful-looking talents, moved into 
and out of different bands, gaining 
occasional, if minor, success. This 
was before his rise to Canadian post- 
punk quasi-fame. Now, he seems 
overwhelmed with the responsibili- 
ties of making money. Poor, poor Art. 

So mainstream music beware. 
There's an Artsy trying to break in. 

In Bergmann's own words, Sexual 
Roulette is "an album full of punch 
lines". It's such a pity none or them 
are funny (or poignant,' as Art would 
probably prefer). 

Lyrically, Bergman's songs all 
come together under the heading of 
"Don't fuck with me or I'll write a 
song about it". 

But Bergmann holds nothing back 
and continues his obsession with the 
deadening state of humankind. That 
is all very well and good but what of 
the declining state of musiciankind? 
Musically this album sounds like a 
Don Henley cover band. All with the 
exception of one song — which hap- 
pens to be a complete Led Zeppelin 
rip-off. Listen ana learn. 

It is impossible to say who would 
like this album. Bergmann has inde- 
cisively made it a pot-pourri ofsev- 
eral musical styles, all watered down 
below the standards of even top-40

Perhaps a better forum for 
Bergmann would be a novel. Or better 
yet, a mémoire. Or better still. Reader's 
Digest. 

My advice is to give it a listen. And 
if afterwards you reel the urge to use • 
it as a frisbee or unwind it to pack 
china — well, it's a free, lovelorn 
country. 

James has finally cut his own al- 
bum on a New York Indie label. But 
he's a perfectionist, and is producing 
most of it himself. Some people doubt 
whether it will make it off the mixing 
board in time for the April 13th 
Douglas appearance. 

After twenty years, Jimmy James 
isn't going to rush anything. But the 
600 students who are expected at 
Douglas won't really care about the 
record. They just want to hear him 
play.

Jimmy James 
will be appearing in concert at 
McGill's Douglas Hall. 

The concert coincides with the 
planned release date of his debut 
album. Featuring tunes he has been 
working on for the past couple of 
years, and recorded in Montréal since 
Christmas, the album (untitled at 
press time) will be a departure in 
some ways from what he calls the 
"perverted blues" audiences have 
cbme to expect from him. Although 
blues-based, i ts nine songs will incor- 
porate jazz, R&B, rock and funk. 

James has never been widely 
known as a composer. Despite his 
work with Montréal artist Pagliaro, 
which yielded an album, a video, and 
an appearance at the Big O opening 
up for Bowie's Glass Spider tour, his

While his roots are firmly in the 
past, James has no qualms about tech- 
nology.

Having played in Montréal since the 
late 60s, the inevitable myths have 
sprung up around him- it isn't his real 
name, he walked away from a record- 
ing contract in the 70s, he follows a 
guru around. So what's the low- 
down? 

His name is Dimitrius. His family 
came to Montréal from a little town 
near Sparta when he was young.

A series of reforms aimed at 
updating and revising the 
Montréal bus and subway sys- 
tems will be released April 24. 

The reforms are the response 
to a series of public consulta- 
tions conducted by the Mon- 
tréal Urban Community Trans- 
port Commission (MUCTC) in 
late October. 

Peter Yeomans, transit com- 
mission president, could no t be 
specific about the content of the 
upcoming reforms, but said "the 
comfort of the passengers" was 
its central focus. The transfer 
system, the location of bus stops 
and bus design were hinted at 
as other targets for the reforms. 

The consulta tions took place 



and suggested that seniors rid- 
ing for free in low-ridership pe- 
riods. 

Yeomans was pessimistic 
about the possibility of offering 
lower fares for certain segments 
of the population. 

"For the rider it's a bargain," 
Yeomans said. "The rates are 
abnormally low compared to 
other transit systems," he said. 

Long-range reforms in tran- 
sit have been an aim of both 
Transport 2000 and the regional 
chapter of theConfédérationdes 
Syndicats Nationaux (CSN), a 
confederation of unions across 
Québec who provide strike and 
educational support and par- 
ticipate in regional politics. 

All of the organizations inter- 
viewed were dissatisfied with 






ent organizations made presen- 
tations, including the McGill 
Post-Graduate Students' Soci- 
ety (PGSS). 

Transport lobby group 
Transport 2000 proposed a re- 
vision of the fare structure. 
Coordinator Norman Pariscau 
compared Toronto's 14 differ- 
ent rares to Montréal's seven. 



Fee poll not legltmate 

To the Dally: 

This year, the SSMU and 
ASUS a&ed for the opinion of 
students on the tuition fee in- 
creases through a special plebi- 
scite during their respective 
election periods. The intent of 
these non-binding referenda is 
to gauge student opinion so as 
to formulate representative 
policies in the future. The re- 
sults arc similar, the students 
voted half-in-favour-of and half- 
against the tuition feeincreases. 

However, these results are 
not a proper survey of the views 
of the student body. Instead, 
they are a census of the views of 
those who voted.Thel4 per cent 
of students who vote are not 
necessarily representative of; 
the student bodies from which 
they originate. A simple ran- 
dom sample would probably 
not overrepresent certain 
groups of students as the actual 
voting populations did. You do 
not have to take intro to statis- 
tics to realize that a représenta-
